But my output is slowed by extreme physical fatigue. I do have much of the rough draft 
of the text on paper and almost all the appendix pasted up. I think it will be less thar 
a month, at least for a few copies without index; We can print the whole book and not 
bind until the index is done. If this is what happens. I’ll carry a few Mth me.
